SUI Production Lab 
Offers Printers Training 


Iowa publishers are again reminded by 
James Morrison of the newspaper pro- 
duction laboratory that the state uni- 
versity stands ready to help train lino- 
type operators for the shops of the state. 

Registration takes place three times a 
year. The summer session begins in June 
and runs 12 weeks. The fall term of 17 
weeks starts in September and the spring 
session begins in February and lasts 17 
weeks. 

Morrison also suggested that publish- 
ers might do five things to help insure 
an adequate supply of linotvpe operators 
for Iowa. 

1. Sponsor a-trainee. Locate a prospec- 
tive student and get him enrolled in the 
linotype course. If necessary, the pub- 
lisher might advance the money for the 
course, 

2. Locate a trainee. Find some local 
boy, show him what sort of wages he 
can expect when he finishes his training

and arrange to have him sign up for the 
course. 

3. Mail in names of prospects. If the 
publisher thinks of the name of a pros- 
pect but can’t find time to see him, Mor- 
rison suggests that the publisher send 
him the name of the boy or girl so that 
he might contact the prospective stu- 
dent... 

4. Run a news story. The publisher 
might say that the course is now open 
and all interested persons should write to 
the Newspaper Production Laboratory, 
School of Journalism, State University of 
Iowa, Iowa City, for information. 

5. Run a want ad. According to Mor- 
rison, the most effective device for 
creating interest in the linotype course 
has been the want ads the publishers 
have run offering information about the 
school.
